But only a 
third.feel unsafe in their own 
neighborhoods at night, the 
report stated.

Included in the parcel are about 219 acres of 
tillable land.

Rezoning would change the 
land’s classification from residential to planned 
development. Hellenga, the veteran 10-year 
supervisor who is not seeking re-election this 
year, said he “sees nothing wrong” with the 
race track proposed for the township. 


“Neither does the zoning board,” he added. 
He said he does not know of any organized op­ 
position to the race track, but said there have 
been fears expressed by some township 
residents that a track would be accompanied by

He said he hopes the public hearing will serve 
to “dear the air" of the rumors and fears con­ 
nected with a track operation. 


The rezoning is being sought by a group of yet 
unidentified investors represented by Victor 
Spaniolo, a Cassopolis investment broker.

The President was on the of­ 
fensive much of the time, at­ 
tacking Reagan’s plan to trim' 
the federal budget as a “$90 
billion blooper” and continuing 
the debate over the Panama 
Canal, an issue given credit for 
helping Reagan in Texas.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) -

including the death penalty, to 
combat rising crime, according 
to a special state report. 


The fourth annual survey of 
Michigan residents conducted 
by the state Office of Criminal 
Justice Services showed one of 
every four households had a 
member victimized by crime. 
That is up from one of every five 
households in a survey last 
year. 


The 
survey 
included 
a 
sampling of 800 
Michigan 
households by Market Opinion 
Research Co. of Detroit. It was 
relesed Monday. 


According to the survey, 
crime was stable in Detroit, 


Highland Park, Hamtramck 
and Pontiac, while increasing in 
other urban areas. Most cases 
involved 
crimes 
against 
property, especially burglary. 


Half of those surveyed said 
there have been crimes in their 
neighborhoods in the past year. 


Two-thirds of persons age 16 
years and older have some fear 
of crime, which is about the 
same as last year. But only a 
third feel unsafe in their ow-n 
neighborhoods at night, the 
report stated. 


Some 60 per cent said courts 
have been too lenient in meting 
out punishment, and 76 per cent 
said the courts have gone too far 
in protecting the rights of 
defendants. 


Nearly two-thirds of those 
surveyed 
favor 
the 
death 
penalty for first-degree murder, 
kidnapping 
and 
terrorism, 
while 20 per cent said it should 
never be used, the study 
showed. 


Support for the death penalty 
increased to 64 per oent from 55 
per cent a year ago. The 
number who oppose capital 
punishment dropped from 30 to 
20 per cent. 


(Xher survey results: 
—More than 70 per cent sup­ 
ported use of wiretaps in inves­ 
tigating organized crime and 
suspected drug dealers. 


—No law enforcement agency 
has gained dramatically over a 
year ago in public confidence, 
with the Michigan State Police 
still the most respected. Local 
police got a “good” rating by 50 
per cent. Some 44 per cent said 
there is some chance or a great 
chance police will accept bribes. 


—Seventy per cent expressed 
support for a state commission 
to probe organize crime and of­ 
ficial misconduct. 


—Only 37 per cent favor a ban 
on the private ownership of 
handguns, while 86 per cent 
favor regulation of gun dealers 
and mandatory sentences for 
gun-related crimes. 


—Four out of 10 favor reduc­ 
ing penalties for possession of 
marijuana, but 71 per cent feel 
it still should be against the law. 


The majority felt homosexual 
acts between consenting adults, 
prostitution, off-track horse 
betting and numbers games al­ 
so should remain illegal.

When Criticism 
Is A Compliment 


Rev. Theodore Hesburgh, president 
of Notre Dame University, had oc­ 
casion recently to observe that the 
United States has more critics in the 
world than perhaps any other nation 
because the world expects more of it 
than it does others. That is a point 
worth pondering. 


The occasion was the Bicentennial 
Conference on Religious Liberty, held 
in Philadelphia. Rev. Hesburgh was 
preceded to the podium by Dr. Philip 
Potter, general secretary of the World 
Council of Churches. 


Dr. Potter lambasted the United 
States for supporting governments in 
Asia, Africa and Latin America which 
he called brutal, racist and repressive. 
Dr. Potter, whose home territory in­ 
cidentally is the Dominican Republic, 
blamed the U.S. in particular for 


ganging up with “ local oligarchies” in 
South America “ at the expense of the 
vast majority of the people.” 


“ In the U.S.A. itself and in South 
Africa,” Potter continued, “ racism 
has been institutionalized. While the 
situation in the U.S.A. is by no means 
as desperate as South Africa, basically 
it is the same.” 


In reply, Rev. Hesburgh said the 
reason for such criticism was the na­ 
tion’s ideals, which “ are so high, so 
transcendent, that any betrayal of 
them in a national life is considered by 
the world as a kind of global sin.” 


Hesburgh then added: “ Most people, 
given the choice, would prefer to live 
here than anywhere else.” Including, 
one might imagine, residents of the 
Dominican Republic. 


View Down The Rails 
Isn't All That Bright 


In its first five years of existence, 
Amtrak apparently has proved it is 
possible to revive the rail passenger 
business — but only if the government 
is willing to contribute huge subsidies. 
Those subsidies have grown with each 
passing year. 


Since Amtrak took over much of the 
rail passenger service on May 1, 1971, 
ridership on its trains has been 
increasing by about 9 percent a year. 
That marks a dramatic reversal of the 
near-constant declines of the preced­ 
ing quarter century. 


But that increased ridership has 
come at a heavy cost. The first year of 
operation Amtrak received $40 million 
in subsidies from the federal govern­ 
ment. This year it is receiving $360 


million. 
Increased 
ridership 
has 
increased costs faster than revenue. 


The immediate future looks even 
more bleak, financially. A General 
Accounting Office study estimates 
Amtrak will need at least $6.2 billion 
in federal help between now and 1980. 
“ Amtrak has needed and will need 
considerable federal funding to sur­ 
vive. It cannot support itself,” the 
GAO concluded. 


Exactly. Government direction of 
the ailing rail passenger business has 
not changed the basic economics of the 
industry, unless it has made it worse. 
The 
passenger 
business 
can 
be 
revived, but only if the taxpayer is 
willing to pick up a sizable part of the 
tab.

Writing in Sports Illustrated (March 
8), Mark Kram listed some of the 
major risks that professional athletes 
contend with in order to make a living. 
The criteria easily apply to amateur 
performers as well. The injury most 
common to football players is the 
damage done to ligaments and car­ 
tilage in the knee. The incidence of 
knee damage has increased markedly 
since the introduction of artificial turf 
on a wide scale. The other main 
danger in football is the possibility of a 
broken 
neck 
or 
paralysis 
from 
dislocated vertebrae if the player is hit 
by the type of block known as a 
“spear.” Spearing comes about when 
a blocker attempts to ram his helmet 
.into a defensive player. 


Tennis players can easily snap a 
tissue called the rotator cuff if they 
serve too hard. Baseball players run 
the risk of breaking an arm when they 
throw too hard, and a chipped arm 
bone can result from swinging too 
vigorously at a ball and missing. 
Jockeys contend with the unpleasant 
possibility of falling off a horse during 
a race and being clobbered by pound­ 
ing hoofs. Runners and ice skaters are 
vulnerable to heel and toe fractures. 


Ice hockey players are among the most 
bruised and battered athletes. And 
knee, back and arm injuries are com­ 
mon among basketball players. “ As if 
pain were an old enemy.” Kram 
wrote, “athletes scheme against it. use 
it, or get beaten by it throughout their 
days.” 


So pervasive is the danger of injury 


— and sometimes death — from 
athletic 
activity 
that

number of physicians now elect to 
make sports medicine their specialty. 
Many of them belong to the American 
College of Sports Medicine, a profes­ 
sional group formed in 1954. The 
college’s annual convention will be 
held May 6-8 in Anaheim, Calif. — 
home of the California Angels baseball 
team.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - A 
middle-aged friend in my home 
town in California is hesitant 
about going out on the streets in 
broad daylight in a quiet middle 
class residential neighborhood. 


There are few of us, whether 
we live in suburbs or cities, 
East, West, North or South, who 
haven’t had a friend mugged. 
Not in the slums, but in the 
tree-lined avenues or modern 
business districts once con­ 
sidered safe. 


A lady I know, in her 70s, liv­ 
ing in one of the above-average 
neighborhoods in the outskirts 
of Washington, has, like many 
of her friends, bought a gun for 
protection. 


In my own subdivision in the 
suburbs, populated by PhDs 
and public officials, wives and 
daughters have been advised 
not to open the door when 
strangers knock or ring the bell. 


Increasingly, 
the 
victims 
seem to be women and the el­ 
derly — and of all races. 


The statistics have impelled 
one congressman to introduce a 
bill calling for strong penalties 
for anyone convicted of an as­ 
sault on anyone over 60. 


The pity is that we should 
think in terms of new laws. For 
the present 
laws are not 
working. And though we spend 
billions — the federal govern­ 
ment alone will spend S3 billion 
this year on activities aiming at 
Ihe reduction of crime — we 
take very little interest in find­ 
ing out why what we re doing 
doesn't work. 


And since we don't know w hat 
we re doing, the spending of 
additional billions on prisons, 
police and the like can be lar­ 
gely wasted. There is evidence, 
in fact, that in a series of target 
cities where special funds were 
spent and special efforts made 
to reduce crime, the results 
have been negligible. 


As we all know, great strides 
in industry, in agriculture and 
in health have resulted from 
pouring billions into research. 
The federal budget puts out $2 


billion a year on medical and 
health research alone. And the 
states add close to $100 million 
more 


But not for research on the 
control of crime. Out of their 
quarter billion a year total 
research and development bud­ 
gets, the 50 states spend a mere 
$4.6 million, or 1.7 per cent, on 
research in crime prevention 
and control. 


The federal government does 
no better 
Though accurate 
figures 
are 
not 
available. 
President 
Ford 
and 
his 
predecessors have spent a mere 
pittance out of their overall $20 
billion to $24 billion a year 
ri“search and development bud­ 
gets on true research on the 
control of crime. 


True research, that is, as dis­ 
tinct from the mere gathering of 
statistics, though that is impor- 
tant. too, as a start. 


This neglect is all the more 
criminal 
because 
careful 
studies during the past two 
decades and more indicate that 
the meager data available gives 
little or no support to any of the 
current theories on crime con­ 
trol and prevention. 


We do not know what to do 
with the men and women we put 
in jail, or how long to keep them 
there, or when they are ready 
for parole, or how tight a leash 
should be kept on them during 
parole. We don’t know how to 
cut back on the recidivism — 
the repeaters who apparently 
account for such a high propor- 
Uon of our crime. 


We can’t account for the fact 
that so few crimes are solved, or 
that so few alleged criminals 
caught are convicted. We know 
that there is something wrong 
when so many commit crimes 
when they are on parole or out 
on bond awaiting trial. We all 
have our theories. But we fail to 
reach agreement because we 
don’t have hard evidence. 


Why we don’t spend the 
money necessary to produce the 
research which could bring us 
closer to the answer is puzzling 
indeed. 


Spanish ‘Popular 


Front’ Rehorn 


In the Spanish elections of 
February, 1936, the parties of the 
left came together in a so-called 
Popular Front, linking the 
Socialists, Communists and 
other left-wing parties. The 
narrow victory of the Popular 
Front in these elections precipi­ 
tated the Spanish Civil War the 
following July. 


The name Popular Front has 
been coined by the Communist 
Party. In August, 1935, at the 
Congress of the Comintern held 
in Moscow. Dimitrov, a Bul­ 
garian Communist who was the 
(ieneral Secretary of the Comin­ 
tern, elaborated as follows on the 
Popular Front tactic: 


“The formation of a joint 
People’s Front providing for 
joint 
action 
with 
Social 
Democratic Parties is a neces­ 
sity. . . Comrades, you will 
remember the ancient tale of the 
capture of Troy. The attacking 
army was unable to achieve vic­ 
tory until, with the aid of the 
Trojan Horse, it penetrated to 
the very heart of the enemy 
camp. 
We, 
revolutionary 
workers, should not be shy of us­ 
ing the same tactics.” 


Spaniards who recall these 
developments must have had a 
sense of “here we go again” and 
the end of last March. Until then 
then* had been two independent 
opposition groupings. Once, 
called the Democratic .Junta, 
was dominated by the Com­ 
munists, though it included as 
window dressing some non- 
Communist leftists. 


The other opposition grouping, 
dominated by the Socialists and 
Christian Democrats, was called 
the Platform of Democratic Con­ 
vergent*. 


As this division within the op­ 
position suggested, a key issue 
was the status of the Communist 
Party. Would the genuinely 
democratic opposition parties 
join forces w ith the Communists 
or exclude them? 


This issue, indeed, is now cen­ 
tral to Spanish politics as a 
whole. 


The Juan Carlos government 


has been moving gradually but 
clearly to recognize the legi­ 
timacy of a democratic opposi­ 
tion. Political organizations 
have not yet been formally 
legalized, but the police and the 
governing authorities have not 
interfered with their activities so 
long as they were peaceful. The 
government has also stated, 
however, that the Communist 
Party has no place in a democra­ 
tic society and will not be legi­ 
timized. 


At the end of March, the Com­ 
munist-led Democratic Junta 
and the Platform of Democratic 
Convergence merged to form a 
new 
grouping 
called 
the 
“Democratic 
Coordination,” 
rather amusingly now called the 
“Platajunta” by the Spanish 
press. 


The manisfesto issued by the 
Platajunta features the demands 
central to the strategy of the 
Spanish Communist Party in the 
present phase of things. Its ask 
for amnesty for “all political 
prisoners” — the word “all” be­ 
ing key here. It demands full 
political rights for “all’’ national 
and regional parties, without any 
exceptions, including thereby 
the Communist Party. 


The Platajunta also calls for a 
“democratic rupture,” by which 
it means a complete break with 
the past and the formation of 
some kind of provisional govern­ 
ment, no doubt again including 
Communists. 


Thus, by tying themselves to 
the Communists in the new Pla­ 
tajunta. the Socialists and the 
Christian 
Democrats 
have 
recreated the old Popular Front 
grouping. They have acceded to 
the key demand for legalization 
of the Communist Party.

SJ Township Approves 
Hilltop Repaving Project 


The St. Joseph township board of trustees last night approved a 
plan to resurface Hilltop road, between Cleveland avenue and 
Niles road. The estimated $16.000 cost would be div ided equally 
between the township and Berrien county road commission. 


The board indicated it will decide soon on a similar resurfacing 
along Colfax avenue, from Napier avenue northward to Benton 
Harbor city limit. Supervisor Orval Benson said the Colfax 
resurfacing hinges on approval from the Benton township board 
of trustees. He said Colfax is the dividing line between the two 
townships and each would pay 25 per cent of the cost, estimated 
at $16.900. The county would pay the remainder.

It is 
definitely not a venereal disease 
and must not carry- with it any 
social stigma. 


In areas where leprosy still 
exists, great strides have been 
made with drugs as a preventa­ 
tive. 


Another group of drugs has 
been remarkably effective in 
treating and controlling some 
forms of leprosy.

Handicapped,

City Pension Funds 
A Fiscal Time Bomb 


WASHINGTON

Many American cities either 
don't know or don't disclose the 
amount of money they'will 
eventually have to pay in pen- 
sions and "sooner or later the 
taxpayers arc going to have to 
pay the tab," two accounting 
experts reported on Monday. 


A study of the accounting 


methods of 43 of the nation's 
biggest cities said that "at 
present, millions of taxpayers 
are being kept in the'dark 
because some cities just don't 
know, or don't disclose, their 
unfunded pension obligations." 


Detroit was one of 23 of the 


43 cities in the study that spend 
more money than they receive 
in locally raised revenues. 


A preliminary portion of the 


study, 
conducted 
by 
Earl 


Keller of the University of 
Michigan and Robert Cockrill 
of the accounting firm of 
Coopers 
& 
Lybrand, 
was 


released Monday. 


"These debts represent a 


fiscal time bomb that is ticking 
away at the fiscal Integrity ,of 
many of our cities. And many 


cities do not know when the 
time bomb will go off," the two 
'said. 


"If local control is to be 


preserved, cities must vastly 
improve their present fiscal 
management practices," the 
report added. 


The report said only eight of 


the cities studied received an 
auditor's report which did not 
take exception to their report 
ing of financial conditions and 
obligations. They are Austin, 
Birmingham, Chicago, Corpus 
Chrlstl, Fort.Worth, Phoenix, 
St. Petersburg and Wichita. 


Among the findings of the 


report were that sixteen of the 
cities studied do: not disclose 
their unfunded obligations for 
retirement benefits to which 
their employes arc entitled.

Stun Guns ‘Out,’ 
Smoking Rules ‘In’ 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) - 
Electric stun guns called Tasers 
are now illegal in Michigan 
under a bill signed into law 
Monday 
by 
Gov. 
William 
Milliken. 


MiHiben also signed into law a 
bill to regulate smoking in 
nursing homes and another to 
help local school districts which 
seek millage increases. 


Tasers 
emit 
two 
barbed 
projectiles 
which 
carry 
a 
5(1.000-volt shock that causes 
victims 
to 
lose 
muscular- 
neurological control. 


Although the weapons are 
touted as self-defense, non- 
lethal equipment, opponents say 
they could kill people with weak 
hearts or who are under the 
influence of drugs or alcohol. 


They also said that in the 
hands of criminals. Tasers can 
become objects of torture. The 
weapons have already lieen used 
in several robberies. 


Under the new law. the State 
Police could operate Tasers in 
experiments of their effec­ 
tiveness for law enforcement 


purposes. 


Meanwhile. 
state-licensed 
nursing homes must designate 
smoking 
and 
non-smoking 
rooms under a new law. Under 
the law. patients would be asked 
whether they wanted a smoking 
or non-smoking areas, staff 
would not be permitted to 
smoke while performing their 
dirties, and eating areas would 
include nonsmoking areas. 


Earlier measures signed into 
law include those requiring 
smoking and non-smoking areas 
in food stores, hospitals and 
restaurants. 


Milliken also signed into law a 
bill to permit Michigan school 
districts to raise property taxes 
without losing state aid. 


The state school aid provides 
a six per cent increase in fiscal 
197K-77 above the basic revenue 
per pupil revenue districts 
received the previous year. It 
also provides a five per cent 
increase each subsequent year. 


A penalty provision in the law 
provided that if a distrk t raised 


its property taxes, its state 
funding would be lowered by the 
same amount — leaving the 
district with no w>t gain. 


The penalty was crucial to 
some school districts which 
want to raise taxes because of 
higher school operation costs 
coupled 
with 
Milliken’s 
barebones budget proposals. 


Other districts want to raise 
millages because of the new 
Single Business Tax which 
wiped out the old business in­ 
ventory tax. depriving many 
districts of a portion of their tax 
base. 


Milliken cautioned that in 
signing the hill into law, “ 1 do 
not want to convey the impres­ 
sion that I will endorse or sign 
into law spending levels above 
my original recommendation.” 


Milliken recommended $1.42 
billion in state school aid 
spending for the next fiscal 
year. But a spending hill ex­ 
ceeding his recommendations 
by some SWI million is now 
before the Seriate.

Congressional backers of a 
$125-million child day-care bill 
are trying to round up the 
two-thirds majority vote they 
need to override President 
Ford's veto in a showdown ex­ 
pected to be close. 


The House was to vote today 
on the bill that Ford vetoed 
April K. In all. Ford has vetoed 
4« bills and has been overriden 
eight times. 


"We’re still in the head- 
counting process, but it is too 
close to call,” a sou ret' close to 
Democratic leaders said Mon­ 
day. A key Republican, seeking 
to sustain the veto, agreed — 
‘it will be close.” 


The bill would suspend until 
July 1 a requirement that child 
day-care centers, in order to 
qualify for federal funds, must 
meet federal standards for the 
number 
of 
staff 
persons 
required to be on hand for 
children aged six weeks to six 
years old. A previous suspen­ 
sion enacted last October ex­ 
pired Feb. 1. 


Under the bill, an existing 
$2.5-billion annual limit on 
social-serviees program funds 
would be boosted by $125 
million through Sept. 30. with 
$100 million of it allocated to 
states based on population and 
the rest divided according to 
their need for aid in meeting 
the new staffing standards. 


In hts veto message, Ford 
said 
he 
“ cannot 
approve 
legislation which runs directly 
counter to a basic principle of 
government in which 1 strongly 
believe — the vesting of res­ 
ponsibility m state and local 
government and the removing 
of burdensome federal restric- 
Uons. 


“This bill would not make 
day-care services more widely 
available. It would only make 
them 
more 
costly 
to

American taxpayer.” 


He urged Congress to enact 
his

under

states would establish and en­ 
force their own day-care stan­ 
dards and set up the social 
service programs they want.

A Fiscal Time Bomb 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Many American cities either 
don’t know or don't disclose the 
amount of money they will 
eventually have to pay in pen­ 
sions and “sooner or later the 
taxpayers an* going to have to 
pay the tab.” two accounting 
experts reported on Monday. 


A study of the accounting 
methods of 43 of the nation's 
biggest cities said that “ at 
present, millions of taxpayers 
are being kept in the dark 
because some cities just don’t 
know, or don't disclose, their 
unfunded pension obligations.” 


Detroit was one of 23 of the 
43 cities in the study that spend 
more money than they receive 
in locally raised revenues. 


A preliminary portion of the 
study, 
conducted 
by 
Earl 
Keller of the University of 
Michigan and Robert Cockrill 
of the accounting firm of 
Coopers 
& 
Lybrand. 
was 
released Monday. 


“These debts represent a 
fiscal time bomb that is ticking 
away at the fiscal integrity of 
many of our cities. And many 


cities do not know when the 
time bomb will go off," the two 
said. 


“ If local control is to be 
preserved, cities must vastly 
improve their present fiscal 
management practices,” the 
report added. 


The report said only eight of 
the cities studied received an 
auditor’s report which did not 
take exception to their report­ 
ing of financial conditions and 
obligations. They are Austin, 
Birmingham. Chicago, Corpus 
Christi, Fort Worth, Phoenix, 
St. Petersburg and Wichita. 


Among the findings of the 
report were that sixteen of the 
cities studied do not disclose 
their unfunded obligations for 
retirement benefits to which 
their employes are entitled. 


CHECK LEADER DIES 


{’HAGUE, 
Czechoslovakia 
(AP) — Zdenek Fierlinger. the 
first postwar prime minister of 
Czechoslovakia, died Sunday, 
the Communist Party Central 
Committee announced. He was 
85. 


It was unclear exactly what 
the group planned or why Con­ 
nally. 
who 
was 
President 
Richard M. Nixon's Treasury 
secretary, was its chairman. 


The U.S. government has 
been voicing warnings about the 
possibility that Communist can­ 
didate will make major gains 
in this summer’s elections 
because of continuing govern­ 
ment instability, inflation and 
unemployment wracking Italy. 
But Connally. in announcing 
formation of his group, said it 
was not involved with the 
government 


“This is an opportunity for 
individuals to get involved.” 
Connally said. He said there is a 
chance some U.S. sports, enter­ 
tainment and political figures 
might go to Italy to explain to 
Italian voters the benefits of 
democratic governments and 
warn 
them 
against 
com­ 
munism. 


But he said most of the or­ 
ganization's efforts will be in 
the United States and that, 
although the group will raise 
some money, it will not be sent 
to ant i-Communist candidates 
in Italy. 


During recent congressional 
hearings into the work of U.S. 
intelligence agencies, it was 
revealed that the CIA had 
sought to influence Italian elec­ 
tions in the past. 


Former CIA Director William 
E. Colby said in January that 
his agency had planned to spend 
$8 million trying to influence the 
vote in Italy during the next 
general elections. At that time. 
Rep. Leo J. Ryan. D-Caltf., a 
member of the House Interna­ 
tional Relations Committee, 
said the Ford administration 
still planned to spend that 
amount. 


Meanwhile, U.S. officials have 
heen vocal in their concern over 
Italian balloting. Secretary of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger 
warned last month of a kind of 
“domino theory.” sa.vtng Com­ 


munist participation in Italy 
could tempt other NATO nations 
to move in the same direction. 


And the State Department 
warned Italian leaders in March 
that U.S. military and economic 
support 
for the financially 
troubled nation will be reas­ 
sessed 
if Communists 
are 
included in a future govern­ 
ment. 


On March 19. State Depart­ 
ment spokesman Robert Fun- 
seth said the United States 
would take “a new look at our 
relations” with Italy or any 
other government considering 
bringing 
Communists 
into 
power.

The subsidy, if approved, 
would cut costs of a run for a 
resident in the township to $40 
instead of a usual $80. 


The residents felt the subsidy 
was too high for what could be 
saved in the reduced run cost 
figures. 


The residents also pointed out 
that the firm slated to provide 
the service was based in Scott- 
dale. from 5 to 15 miles from 
various parts of the township. 


Under the proposed contract, 
the township would join the 
( mwnunity Emergency Service 
Corp.. which contracts with Ac­ 
tion Ambulance to provide ser­ 
vice to its member municipali­ 
ties. 


Smith said the contract being 
considered would be for one 
year.

three school secretaries fired 
some 14 months ago. 


The board’s decision to reins­ 
tate Mrs. Ann Martin, Mrs. 
Margaret Matthews and Mrs. 
Flora Petrick came in the wake 
of a Michigan Employment 
Relations commission decision 
that the three be reinstated with 
full back pay. 


Supt. Donald Dragoo told the 
board there was a procedural 
mistake in the school’s handling 
of the dismissal of the three 
secretaries, as they were given 
no opportunity for a hearing. 


Dragoo said “ ...it doesn't 
seem feasible to continue” the 
dispute in the courts. 


The secretaries claimed in 
their complaint filed with the 
commission that they were dis­ 
missed by the school board Feb, 
28, 1975, because they tried to 
join Local 586 of the Services 
Employees International union. 
All three were employed at the 
central office of the school sys­ 
tem. 


The commission ruled the 
secretaries are to receive full 
pay for each day they would 
have worked had they not been 
dismissed, minus any earnings 
the three may have made from 


the time of their dismissal up to 
reinstatement by the board. The 
three would also have to make 
adjustments 
for 
any 
unemployment compensation 
received in the interim. 


School officials said pay for 
the three secretaries totaled 
about $105 daily prior to their 
dismissal. 


Mrs. Martin, when contacted 
last night by this newspaper, 
said she was "glad the matter is 
finally over” and was “anxious 
to get back to work.” She said 
all three planned on returning to 
work as school secretaries. 


She said she did not work 
during the past 14 months and 
said one of the other secretaries 
also didn’t work. Mrs. Martin 
said the other secretary had a 
part-time job for only a short 
time. She said all three also 
received unemployment com­ 
pensation for a short period of 
time. 


In other areas, the board ins­ 
tructed Stanley Bushouse, high 
school principal, to issue auto 
parking passes only to those 
students requiring such trans­ 
portation for work after school. 
Bushouse said there are only 48 
parking spaces at the high 
school lot, triggering the limi­ 
tation.

the muzzle is an approximate 
minimum for a suitable firearm 
with which to hunt deer. The 
Winchester-Western ballistics 
tests show the 20 gauge slug to 
produce 1.555 foot-pounds of 
energy, the .410 slug only 650. 
The .410 is definitely inadequate 
by most standards, though some 
deer art' undoubtedly killed with 
this gun. 


"Buckshot in the hands of a 
careful,'expert and experienced 
hunter can be deadly.

Buckshot is effective 
at ranges under 30 yards. 


“ A OO buckshot shell in a 12 
gauge gun contains 12 pellets, 
.33 inches in diameter. These 
pellets leave the muzzle at about 
1.300 feet per second. Each 
pellet generates about 185-190 
foot-pounds of energy or about 
half of the energy of a .32-20 
rifle bullet. The .32-20 is con­ 
sidered entirely inadequate for 
deer. 


“ In practice some hunters use 
a rifled slug in the barrel of 
their guns followed by a load of 
double O buckshot, then another 
slug. Others use a load of 
buckshot as the first, followed 
by a slug. There are other com­ 
binations list'd. 


“ However, slugs shoot most 
accurately from a cylinder bore 
while buckshot patterns are 
best from a full-chokc barrel. 
From a cylinder barrel it is a 
matter of chance if one buckshot 
pellet lands in a 30-inch circle at 
30 yards. The vital area on a 
deer is 12 inches in diameter at 
best.”

Fishermen Reminded 
Of New Size Limits 


Some of Michigan's most 
popular lake and stream fishing 
begins in May for the 1976 
season, 
when 
catches 
of 
walleye, 
smallmouth 
and 
largemouth bass, northern pike, 
and muskellunge become legal, 
reports the Department of Na­ 
tural Resources. 


Seasons for walleye, sauger, 
northern pike and muskellunge, 
unduding tiger muskellunge, 
start May 15 on most Michigan 
waters, while the bass season 
begins May 29 on most waters. 


Fishermen should refer to 
their 1976 Michigan Fishing 
Guide for exceptions to the rule. 


Size limits for smallmouth 
and largemouth bass, however, 
are now 12 inches, a two-inch 
increase over 1975 rules, notes 
the DNR. Minimum keeper 
sizes for walleye and sauger are 


15 inches, increased from 13 
inches a year ago. (Some ex­ 
ceptions are noted 
in the 
Fishing Guide.) 


The DNR says the higher 
minimum size limits will help 
the • fish to increase their 
severely reduced populations in 
Michigan waters and enhance 
the 
potential 
for 
natural 
reproduction 
of 
the 
fish, 
although numbers harvested 
yearly may decrease up to 25 
per cent. 


Limits for northern pike and 
muskellunge are 20 inchested 
30 
inches, 
respecti'^v, 
although muskies taken in gH , 
Iron, Murphy, Thornapple md 
Bankson lakes. Lake St. Clair 
and Detroit and St. Clair rivers 
must be at least 36 inches in 
length to keep. 


The nesting areas of the en­ 
dangered Kirtland warbler is 
closed and posit'd against public 
entry again this year, but guid­ 
ed tours into the area will be 
available later this month. 


Authorized trips to parts of 
Ogemaw, Oscoda and Crawford 
counties, the only known nesting 
colonies of Kirtland warblers in 
the world, will be available on a 
scheduled basis from Grayling 
and Mio at 9 a.m. and 1 p.m. 
daily, starting May 15. 


The Grayling tour, conducted 
in 
ctKiperation 
with 
the 
Michigan Audubon Society, will 
operate seven days a week, but 
will terminate on July 10. The 
Mio tour will be conducted 
through July 24. but will not be 
available on Wednesdays. 


The Fish and Wildlife Service 
recommends small group tours 
to minimize the effects of in­ 
trusion in the nesting area and 
to increase the chances for 
showing the warbler to visitors 
participating in the tour.

Court May Curb 
Habeas Corpus

WASHINGTON (A P) — It is called the “ Great W rit." 
Its legal name is habeas corpus, a Latin phrase that roughly 
translates to “ produce the body." Thousands of prisoners use it 
every year to try to get out of prison And now the Supreme 
Court is showing signs of cutting back on its use 
The most recent evidence of that trend came Monday as the 
court rejected the appeal of a Louisiana black man seeking 
release from life in prison for a murder committed when he was 
16. 


A writ of habeas corpus is a court order to authorities such as 
prison wardens to either release a prisoner or grant him a new 
trial. 


Since 1867. just after the Civil War. federal courts have been 
empowered by Congress to issue such orders to state prison 
officials. Under a series of Supreme Court rulings in the 1950s 
and the 1960s, the scope of the power was broadened greatly 
“ Its root principle is that in a civilized society, government 
must always be accountable to the judiciary for a man’s 
imprisonment." the court said in 1963 “ If the imprisonment 
cannot be shown to conform with the fundamental requirements 
of law. the individual is entitled to his immediate release ” 
Under this reasoning, the justices authorized federal courts to 
free prisoners on the basis of complaints about coerced confes­ 
sions, jury discrimination, lack of defense counsel, illegally 
seized evidence and other grievances By 1974. the number of 
such complaints filed in federal courts by state prisoners had 
reached more than 7.000 a year 
In a case three years ago. four of the court’s present nine 
justices indicated they thought it was time to reverse the trend. 
One of the four. Justice I^ewis F. Powell, said federal Judges 
should not consider unlawful evidence claims if the prisoner had 
a fair chance to present them in state courts. The court currently

(A P) - 
Consumer advocates in the 
Senate say they may have to 
water down a bill aimed at 
helping auto buyers deal with 
defective ears if the embattled 
measure doesn’t 
pass 
this 
week. 


A nosecount of lawmakers 
will determine whether backers 
will proceed with the measure 
or hold off. If a delay is 
required, they say, it increases 
the chances that weakening 
amendments will I h > needed to 
push the bill through. The bill 
has sparked a classic battle 


between a 
special 
interest 
group — in this case au­ 
tomobile dealers — and con­ 
sumer advocates. 


The opposition has slowed 
the measure's passage through 
the Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee and its consideration on the 
floor, and now threatens its 
final approval. 


“ My judgment is that it 
would be a very close call to 
get it through in its present 
state.” 
said 
Sen. 
Anthony 
Derezinski, D-Muskegon, who 
has undertaken managing the 
bill in the Senate. It is spon­ 
sored by Rep. Perry Bullard. 
D-Ann Arbor, and has passed 
the House. 


“ I’m going to be cautious on 
it. because i don’t want to lose 
the bill," Derezinski said, ad­ 
ding that delay of a week or 
two might be needed to assure 
the vote. But he acknowledged 
it might have to bo amended to 
attract the required 2 votes 


The bill would repeal the 
state's "holder in due course" 
doctrine for auto sales. Under 
the doctrine, auto buyers can­ 
not halt car payments — even 
on a lemon — without risking 
repossession of the car or loss 
of other property. 


Under the bill, a car buyer 
could raise as a defense in 
court the fact the car was 


defective as a reason for stop­ 
ping payment. A judge could 
order a settlement tf he agreed. 


The bill is supported by the 
Michigan Consumers Council, 
the attorney general and the 
United Auto Workers union. It 
also is expected to win favor 
with Gov. William Milliken. 
The Federal Trade Commission 
is scheduled to implement new 
rules this month to do the same 
thing. 


But intense opposition from 
the 
Michigan 
Automobile 
Dealers Association, one of 
Lansing's strongest lobbyists, 
has threatened the bill's pas­ 
sage. 


“ Gil Haley has been living 
outside 
the 
Senate 
gate.’’ 
Bullard commented, referring 
to the association's top lob­ 
byist. 


Should the lobbying prove 
successful, the most 
likely 
weakening of the bill would be 
an amendment placing a limit 
on the time during which the 
car buyer could stop payment 
without risk. For example, op­ 
ponents wanted to ban the 
court defense more than 90 
days after the car’s purchase, 
but lost that vote last week 


The auto dealers claim the 
bill will make installment con­ 
tract harder to sell to lending 


institutions, since the institu­ 
tion faces the possibility of 
stopped payments. That will 
drive up the cost of lending 
money, increase the prices on 
cars and eventually reduce car 
sales. 


In addition, they say. some 
consumers will stop payments 
(*ii sound cars to harass auto 
dealers and banks, or in an 
attempt 
to 
gain 
money 
fraudulently. 


Dealers also worry that the 
law would result in more direct 
loans between banks and the 
consumer, cutting dealers out 
of 
financing 
profits 
they 
receive when selling contracts 


to a bank. And they worry they 
may lose some of the profits 
they make on credit life in­ 
surance that comes with con­ 
tracts financed by dealers. 


Also hindering the bill is the 
growing 
concern 
in 
the 
legislature over "too much 
government" 
— too 
much 
regulation, bureaucracy and 
interference with private en-. 
terprise 
— 
which 
reflects 
similar trends nationally. 


The bill’s backers are fight­ 
ing to hold onto their votes, 
maintaining the law will not 
fulfill the worst fears. 


"On the limited data that is 
available, there has not been 


an appreciable rise in the cost 
of paper loans or any real ad­ 
vantage taken by customers,” 
Degezinski said. “ Indications 
from other states are that this 
hasn't happened" 


Derezinski also said the PTC 
ruling may be challenged in 
court, delaying its implemen­ 
tation for months or years. And 
he said the FIT' took the action 
in part to encourage similar 
action by the states. 


He and other supporters say 
whatever cost the bill imposes, 
it is outweighed by the good — 
the protection of a car buyer 
who is now forced to continue 
to make payments on a defec­ 
tive car.

Allegheny Power System of New 
York was In third place with a 
28.8 per cent rate hike.' 


Most consumers Mill arc

The nation’s No. 1 auto maker 
on Monday declared a special 
dividend of 50 cents per share in 
addition to its regular 60-cent 
payout. 


The GM Board of Directors 
said both dividends would be 
payable June 10 U) shareholders 
of record May 13. 


The auto company’s regular 
monthly payout had been 60 
cents a share since the first 
quarter of 1975, when it was 
reduced from 85 cents at the 
depth of the industry's worst 
slump since the Great Depres­ 
sion. 


The 25-cent cut was the first 
time 
since 
1946 
that 
GM 
decreased its yield. 


The $800 million profit in the 
first three months of 1976 made 
it the second best quarter for 
earnings in the history of the 
nation’s largest auto manufac­ 
turer. Earnings equaled $2.78 
per share in the period, com­ 
part'd to $59 million or just 20 
cents per share in the first three 
months of 1975. 


GM enjoyed its record profit 
of $817 million in the first 
quarter of 1973.

before dawn in a range from 29 
to 32 degrees. Ground level 
temperatures, however, were as 
much as six and seven degrees 
colder,

reports, 
forcing 
straw berry 
growers to run their irrigation 
for 
frost 
protection 
again. 
Strawberry patches are rejiort- 
ed to be waterlogged as result of 
repeated application of frost 
protection irrigation in the past 
10 days. 


Mike Thomas, southwestern 
Michigan horticultural agent, 
said this morning there proba­ 
bly was little or no additional 
damage to fruit crops last night. 


Virtually all fruit crops in 
southwestern Michigan were 
seriously damaged by frost last 
week.

vineyards was so severe that 
Thomas

is 
counseling 
. growers on how to handle their 
vineyards to get enough vine 
growth this season to produce a 
crop in 1977. Not only were 
primary buds killed almost 10(1

Big Utility 


Rate Hikes 
Continuing 


NEW YORK (AP) — Nineteen 
of the nation’s 24 largest power 
utilities increased electricity 
rates for their commercial and 
industrial users during the 15- 
month period ended in March, 
according to a private survey 
released today. 


The biggest rate increase over 
the 15-month period. 36.2 per 
cent, was posted by Consolidat­ 
ed Edison Co. of New York. 
Second largest was by Con­ 
sumer Power of Jackson. Mich., 
with a 32.3 per cent increase. 
Allegheny Power System of New 
York was in third place with a 
28.6 per cent rate hike. 


Most consumers still 
are 
experiencing 
higher 
utility 
costs, even though fuel costs are 
stabilizing. 


This is primarily because of 
rate hikes being granted to 
utilities by state regulatory 
authorities, according to the 
National Utility Service, Inc., a 
private energy consulting firm 
that conducted the survey. 


The only utility surveyed that 
lowered its rates significantly 
was Northeast Utilities, a unit of 
Connecticut Light & Power, 
which showed a drop of 15.6 per 
cent. The company attributed 
the lowering to a major decline 
in fuel costs. 


The survey predicted that 
commercial utility rates would 
continue upward in the next 15 
months because of the more 
frequent rate increases being 
granted by state regulators.
